F o r several y e a rs it has 
been roughly tossed about upon the 
waves of high finance, and although 
it has never been completely wrecked 
it has been badly damaged by the 
fierce storm s. 
The p lan t w a s p u r ­ 
chased a few years ago by a com pany 
which operated gas and electric plants 
a t M adison, Xenia, ()., and a number 
o f other cities throughout the Toited 
States. John JI. Brown w a s the pre si­ 
dent o f the com pany at that time. 
Soon a f te r this Company obtained 
control of the plant, the bond issue 
w a s increased to $110,000 much more 
than tile property was ac tu a lly worth.

And this number, of course, does not 
include such immense foreign animal firms as the 
Hagenbacks. 
It is a paying business, as indeed, 
a re all businesses where the dem and exceeds the 
supply. The demand for wild beasts is far greater 
than the supply, and as a consequence prices are 
good, and the dealers men of wealth. The extent 
of this demand may be appreciated when one con­ 
siders th at most of the great cities in the United 
S tates have zoological parks or menageries, and 
th at the animals are constantly being purchased 
by them. 
Then there are private collectors 
and 
circuses and the like, that are ever ready to pay 
the highest prices ter desirable animals. 
The ani­ 
mal dealer who could secure and bring 
to 
this 
country three or four gorillas would make a small 
fortune. 
But no dealer has ever succeeded in do­ 
ing this. The gorillas die in a few weeks in cap­ 
tivity; they could not stand an ocean trip for a 
day. 


A rusty old German ijner lumbers noisily into 
Q uarantine, and then lies motionless on the tide. 
An officer, with 
broad, red, bewhiskered 
face, 
stands at the head of the companion ladder, and 
he smiles a peculiar smile, as a husky scream ing 
ululation rises from below.

th a t they arrive safely and in good health. 
And 
be sure that if the tiger gets off on his diet and 
needs a nice fresh live rabbit to tone up his sys­ 
tem, tills man will be awar«¿ of the fact almost 
before the tiger is—and, ergo, a nice big jumping 
nunny is sacrificed in accordance with the pre­ 
cepts of wild beast m ateria medica. 
Then, too, 
one can never tell Just when the big boa is go­ 
ing to rouse from his last gorge; when he does 
he wants a toothsome young goat, and he wants 
It quick. 
It Is a part of the anim al m an’s duties 
?o anticipate the boa’s appetite with all possible 
expedition. 
He is a quiet, unassum ing man, with 
stoop 
shoulders and busby whiskers, and he leads the 
way to the ’tween decks without a word. 
Per­ 
haps the uninitiated may believe 
that 
a 
tour 
through the anim al section of a freight-carrying 
vessel Is an unimpressive experience. 
Well, let 
them try it and see! 
This can be said at the out­ 
le t—It is som ewhat different from a menagerie. 
It m eans som ething to come into close proximity 
to a hundred and odd wild anim als that have been 
ruthlessly snatched from their lairs in Africa or 
Asia, or elsewhere, and clapped into little barred 
boxes, not as large as dry goods cases; slammed 
in and out of dark holes In the vessels of several 
seas on the way to Hamburg; then finally placed 
tn the stygian ’tween decks of a German hooker. 


The swinging cross seas of the North Atlantic 
have not improved their tempers, or their nerv­ 
ous systems, and the visitor at Quarantine 
is 
quickly Impressed with that fact. 
The howls and 
whines and the barks cease abruptly as the stran ­ 
gers enter. 
For they bring the smell of land, and 
the g reat beasts sniff inquiringly, and hungrily, 
too. 
The cages lined both sides of the gloomy space, 
w ith a little passageway between the boxes. P er­ 
haps this passageway was three feet wide, not 
more. 
The cages were piled two and sometimes 
three deep. 
In the bottom cegó, for 
instants,

FOOD IN LO N D O N IS C H E A P E R 


“ For many years,” said a man who 
came back from a European tour the 
other day, according to an exchange, 
“I have been in the habit of getting 
into an argum ent with friends after 
my return about the prices of food in 
the best restaurants in New York and 
London. 
I have been contending that 
New York restaurants were putting 
up their prices all the time and some of my friends 
have tried to convince me that you could get a 
meal cheaper at the higher priced restaurants in 
New York than in London. 
“I determ ined this tim e to collect some real 
data for comparison and as a result I have kept 
the bills of m any meals I had in London. 
It is 
my intention to duplicate the m eals I had over 
there at some of the restaurants here, item for 
item. 
I did this with one of them the other day 
and dem onstrated that for such a meal London is 
a lot cheaper than New York. 
“Here is tf e bill for a luncheon I had at one 
of the most expensive hotels in London; 
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rows of glowing green eyes and great teeth with 
the flash of red tongue writhing between. A zebra 
switched the reporter with his tail and he turned, 
only to jump alm ost out of his skin as an elephant 
touched him on the other shoulder with his trunk. 
He was hardly over his scare when, zip! a leopard 
reached out after his coat tail. 


In one w'ay this lower deck section was a 
good place to visit; the joy and relief in being able 
to leave it furnished the biggest and most absorb­ 
ing sensations th a t this monotonous world 
has 
held for the reporter in the last few months a t 
least. 


Bartels & Co., are the largest dealers in wild 
beasts in this country. 
“A large wild animal dealer,” said our inform­ 
ant, “imports considerably more than a hundred 
large wild anim als each year. 
For instance, our 
record for one year which 1 happen to have at 
hand, show's that we imported in th a t period 20 
elephants, 35 camels, 20 tigers, 5 lions, 45 leopards, 
20 pumas, 18 panthers and hundreds of birds and 
monkeys and small things. 
Cubs—lion and tiger 
and bear cub^—are in special dem and by wealthy 
families. They are reared and petted like kittens, 
but in the end they outgrow their playfulness and 
the families who bought them from us are only 
roo willing to pay us to come and take them away 
when they attain any sort of growth. 
W e have 
received many orders for hippopotami, but the 
beasts are hard to capture and ninety-nine times 
out of a hundred they do not live through the 
voyage. 
In fact, m enageries throughout the coun­ 
try have to depend of late years upon the progeny 
of the hippopotami in Central Park, New York, 
for specimens. 
"Like all Animal dealers, we m aintain expert 
animal catchers in all parts of the world, and it is 
these men w'ho fill the ships which arrive here. 
The H agenbecks have two collecting stations, 
one in Calcutta and the other in Aden, Arabia. From 
this point the anim al catchers go forth and spend 
months in the wilds, returning to the stations with 
their catch. 
We ourselves send catchers 
direct 
from this country— at present we have men in 
South America, on the hot sands of Africa, in the 
Himalayas, and elsewhere, filling our orders. 
One 
of them was recently in Arabia on a camel hunt, 
two are now in the E ast Indies trapping tigers, 
and so they are spread about in places where wild 
beasts abide. 


“Sometimes we receive an order for a large 
num ber of elephants. 
W e telegraph this order to 
our catchers in the elephant country, who, after 
organizing the natives into a hunting band, pro­ 
ceed to collect the desired number. 
A huge in- 
closure is built in one of the' main elephant paths, 
and at night w'hen the big animals come to feed 
they are driven into the inclosure or keddah by 
m eans of fires and shouts and the firing of guns. 
Beaters on tam e elephants then ride into the in­ 
closure and rope the beasts, and in a short time 
they become accustomed to being led about. 
Ele­ 
phants are naturally mild, and were this not the 
case they never could be captured, because 
of 
their great, hulking strength. 


“The natives also captured elephants in pits, 
a barbarously cruel method in which more than 
50 per cent, are killed by the fall. 
The 
animal 
catchers take tigers and lions in pits also. 
They 
dig a hole, cover it with m atting and place on this 
m atting a dead goat. 
At night the lion or tiger 
steals from his lair, sees the goat and springs 
upon it. 
The matting, of course, gives way and 
dowm into the pit goes the roaring beast. Then the 
catchers run up and throw nets into the pit and 
the struggling anim al soon becomes hopelessly en­ 
tangled. Nooses are then lowered into the pit and 
the beast is drtgged out to the cago. 
Six out of 
every ten are killed in this process. Leopards and 
jaguars and the smaller animals are caught in

They 
charged me 50 cents for it, as against the 18 
charged in the London restaurant. 
“My pilaffe of sw eetbreads tasted exactly like 
th at I had in London and cost exactly the same, 50 
cents. 
I ordered some asparagus. 
On the bill of 
fare they had asparagus with Hollandaise sauce 
for 40 cents, but I wanted it cold, with French 
dressing. 
They did not tell me It would be any 
more, but for It they charged m e 70 cents. 
For 
the Neufchatel cheese they charged 20 cents and 
•or the coffee 15. 
The robbery came on the beer. 
“In London If you want a little pitcher of beer 
they serve you an excellent brew of Pilsener or 
W urzburger in a little sealed vessel holding a 
pint for a shining. 
I asked the wmiter to bring me 
a small pitcher of beer on draught, knowing they 
did not se« ve the beer as iu London. 
He brought 
me a pitcher and charged m e 70 cents for it. 
“Now my bill came to $2.65, or exactly $1 more 
than the sam e fcod and drink had cost me in Lon­ 
don. 
1 gave the New York wditer a quarter and 
he scarcely nodded. 
I gave the London waiter six­ 
pence and he thanked me so that I could hear him.”

Indianapolis, Dec. 27 .—During the 
fiscal year which closed Sept. 30, there 
a total of 1,129 mine accidents in 
the state, according to the current 
annual report from the office of James 
Epperson, state mine Inspector, just 
issued. 
“While this number will greatly ex­ 
ceed 
accidents 
reported 
in 
other 
slates,” said Mr. Epperson, “it shou,d 
be noted that the fatal accident rate 
in Indiana is v ery much lower, when 
the tonnage of coal is considered, than 
In any other state in the Union. 
“I req uire that ev ery accident in or 
about a mine, howev er triv ial, if it re­ 
sults in a loss of time by any of the 
men, shall be reported. 
In other 
states such reports are not req uired; 
hence in Indiana our total number of 
accidents is relativ ely large. 
We go 
beyond the statutory req uirement In 
this state in calling for accident re­ 
ports, and all the mine operators hav e 
joined with us in the method adopted.” 
The total number of accidents are 
classified by Mr. Epperson as follows: 
Fatal. 50; permanent, 8; serious, 525; 
minor. 546. 
The tonnage rate of 
deaths for the year was 27 3,8 41 tons 
produced to ev ery dedth from a mine 
accident. The tonnage rate during the 
preceding year was 266,606 tons to the 
death.

he importation of Asiatic sheep be­ 
cau se of the dan ger of importin g with 
them Asiatic diseases, a flock of fu ll- 
blood Karaku les an d has begu n the 
crossin g of them with American sheep 
at his ran ch at Men or, Coahu ila. 
Dr. You n g was born in Bessarabia, 
n prov in ce of sou th Ru ssia, an d there 
was lam ilar as a boy with the Kara­ 
ku le sheep which produ ce the beau ­ 
tifu l fu rs, althou gh he then n ev er saw 
a fu ll blood Karaku le. 
He came to 
America when six teen y ears old, took 
u p tSc stu dy of medicin e, was gradu ­ 
ated from the College ot Phy sician s 
an d Su rgeon s in 1901, an d was for a 
time on the adv isory staff 
the Cook 
Cou n ty hospital.

When the throat in fection for which 
he is n ow receiv in g treatm en t made 
it imperativ e that he giv e u p his prac­ 
tice in Chicago an d liv e an ou tdoor 
life in a sou thern climate his min d 
rev erted to the Karaku le sheep an d 
he decided to occu py his time with 
them. 
He fin ally su rmou n ted the dif­ 
ficu lties in the way of importin g the 
sheep, an d he n ow has 
a 
growin g 
flock of them on his Mex ican ran ch. 
Recen tly he described en thu siastical­ 
ly the proportion s to which the bu si­ 
n ess may grow in the Un ited States. 
“The Karaku le sheep are the basis 
of all these fin e fu rs,” said Dr. Yu u n g, 
“an d the v alu e of the fu r 
depen ds 
u pon the percen tage of Karaku le in 
it. 
Crossin g the Karaku le with the 
common scru b sheep-of Persia, we get 
the Persian broadtail. 
Crossin g it 
with the Astrakhan lon g-haired sheep 
we get Astrakhan , an d 
crossin g 
it 
with the common merin o sheep of the 
Crimea we get the krimmer fu r. 
“These sheep, howev er, are v astly 
in ferior to the sheep of 
the 
Un ited 
States, an d I decided that by crossin g 
the K ara k u le ^ h e ep 
with 
v ariou s 
bran ds of American sheep I wou ld get 
ev en better fu r that, produ ced in the 
Un ited States, wou ld be marketable at 
a profit at a far lower price than is 
paid for the Persian fu rs. 
My ex peri­ 
men ts so far hav e more than ju sti­ 
fied this con clu sion .“ 
Dr. You n g ex hibited some of 
the 
pelts he has taken from the lambs re­ 
su ltin g from the crosses between the 
American sheep an d the imported Kar­ 
aku les. The crosses between the Lin ­ 
coln shire an d Shropshire an d the Kar­ 
aku le hav e giv en a fu r that is of a 
far fin er tex tu re 
an d 
mu ch 
more 
beau tifu l lu ster than the 
imported 
fu rs.

Marshfield, Ore.—Calv in Wright, on e 
of Coos cou n ty ’s game warden s, giv es 
it as his opin ion that the worst en emy 
of the game birds in this locality is the 
hou se cat which has become wild. Mr. 
Wright has ju st retu rn ed from ar ex ­ 
ten siv e trip u p an d down 
the 
coast 
cou n try , an d he declares that the cats 
are doin g away with the game birds. 
Coos cou n ty is a great place for 
cats, both in the cities an d the cou n try 
districts, an d 
they 
hav e 
in creased 
with su ch rapidity that there are n ot 
homes su fficien t for all of them. As a 
con sequ en ce the 
cats 
hav e 
become 
wild an d ru n in the woods. Mr. Wright 
say s that the in crease of these semi­ 
wild an imals in the woods is mu ch 
greater than wou ld be imagin ed. 
He 
say s that the cats n ot on ly break u p 
the n ests an d kill or driv e away tho 
old birds, bu t that they dev ou r scores 
of the y ou n g before they are able to 
protect themselv es. 
So great has become

men ace 
that Depu ty Wright will take u p the 
cat matter with State Game Warden 
Stephen son an d will adv ocate the pay ­ 
in g of a bou n ty for the killin g of cats 
which are n ot properly con fin ed.

London Firm Sells Microbes to Be In­ 
troduced Into Cream to Kill 
Decay Germs. 


Drowsin ess in Chu rch. 
Lon don .—In a case at Westmin ister 
cou n ty cou rt the# other day a doctor 
said that drowsin ess in chu rch was 
cau s&d by the con tin u al breathin g off 
of carbolic acid gas. 
People soon re­ 
cov ered when they got ou t in to the 
open air, he declared. 


Lon don .—In ocu lated bu tter—gu aran ­ 
teed to 
keep fresh for 
mon ths—In to 
which million s of ben eficial 
bacteria 
hav e been In trodu ced for the pu rpose 
of preserv in g it, will be in common u se 
in the n ear fu tu re, an d the part hither­ 
to play ed by boric acid In bu tter will 
hen ceforward be play ed by the activ e 
microbe. 
The produ ction of these preserv ativ e 
micro-organ isms is the object of a n ew 
compan y , which has 
recen tly open ed 
its offices at 
Cricklewood, an d 
here 
large laboratories are bein g in stalled 
for the pu rpose of raisin g million s of 
billion s of 
bacteria for 
u se 
in 
the 
dairies of the world. 
The man ager of the n ew 
compan y 
said that the discov ery of the preserv a­ 
tiv e microbe was the resu lt of y ears of 
scien tific research. 
“Its object,” he said, “is 
to 
fight 
other microbes that are fou n d in bu tter 
which hav e a harmfu l effect u pon it— 
that of tu rn in g it 
ran cid. 
The 
on ly 
way of combatin g 
these 
germs has 
hitherto been by the u se of preserv a­ 
tiv e 
chemicals, which 
are 
harmfu l 
adu lteran ts. 
“Bu t n ow my firm has su cceeded in 
fin din g an n n fidote germ to the harm­ 
fu l on e, an d by in trodu cin g it in to the 
milk before chu rn in g bu tter is made 
which will keep fresh an d pu re for a 
lon g time. 
“The in ocu lation of the milk has the 
effect, broadly speakin g, of settin g u p 
a fight between the opposin g armies of 
germs an d the bad 
on es, that 
wou ld 
destroy the freshn ess of the bu tter, are 
destroy ed by the harmless on es which 
are in trodu ced.” 
The microbes are sold in the form of 
a clear liqu id, in small bottles, which 
is added to bu ttermilk an d prepared in 
a certain way before u se. 
When the 
preparation is ready on e gallon of it is 
added to dv ery 20 gallon s of cream in 


the bu tter chu rn , the rest of the bu t­ 
ter makin g process proceedin g in the 
u su al way . 
The prices of the cu ltu res 
u sed 
In 
these processes v ary from 7 5 cen ts to 
$2.5 0 a bottle, an d fu ll in stru ction s to 
dairy men are issu ed with 
each 
con ­ 
sign men t. 
The cu ltu res 
are 
equ ally 
effectiv e in margarin e.

meeting of the committees appointed 
by the Democratic senators and repre- 
I sentativ es. to t>e held next Monday 
afternoon, for introduction in the legis­ 
lature of bills cov ering all of the prom­ 
ises made in the Democratic state plat­ 
form. W. W. Spencer of Indianapolis, 
chairman of the committee, said it is 
not the prov ince of this committee to 
prepare any hills on the platform sub­ 
jects for introduction in the legisla­ 
ture. All the committee is to do is to 
see to it that someone brings each 
platform pledge before the legislature 
in the form of a bill. He says any rep­ 
resentativ e ’ is welcome to introduce 
his own bill” on any of the platform 
subjects and that there is no restrtc 
tion on anyone in that direction. 
Then, after the bills hav e been in­ 
troduced, the committee 
will 
look 
them ov er and pick out the ones which 
in the opinion of the committee come 
nearest to cov ering the subjects in ac­ 
cordance with the platform declara­ 
tions. 
The committee will then rec­ 
ommend that the Democratic members 
support that bill. 
The senate Democrats appointed a 
similar committee to look after plat­ 
form bills in the senate, and at the 
meeting next Monday the house com­ 
mittee and the senate committee will 
work together and agree on the intro­ 
duction of the bills either in the senate 
or the house, in order that there may 
not be any conflict. 
’Twould Be Unconstitutional. 
Mr. Spencer says that the committee 
found on inv estigation of the subject 
that it would be impossible to frame 
a compulsory arbitration 
law 
that 
would be constitutional. 
One of the 
platform measures proposed was on 
j this subject, and was intended to re- 
I quire both sides to submit to arbitra­ 
tion all disputes between capital and 
labor. 
The committee found that the 
constitution of the state of Indiana 
does not permit the legislature to 
grant judicial powers to anybody for 
the determination of such matters un­ 
less the parties themselv es agree first 
to abide b.v the decision of the tribu­ 
nal. It is likely, therefore, that no bill 
will be introduced along this line. On 
the other platform propositions, how­ 
ev er, hills will be introduced. 
The liquor problem is causing the 
committee some worry. 
Mr. Spencer 
says it is a question of w-hether the 
liquor question should be met with a 
bill which would repeal the county lo­ 
cal option law and substitute for it a 
law making the city, the township and 
the township outside the city the units 
of local option, or whether the present 
county option law’ should he amended 
merely by changing the unit from 
county option to city, township and 
township outside of city. 
He says it 
may be done either way, but the com- j 
mittee has not as yet made up its mind 
w-hich plan would more nearly comply I 
with the state platform pledge for a 
change in the unit. 
This is another 
m atter that will he taken up with the 
senate committed next Monday.
